Colonel and Mrs. Lindbergh, accord­ 
ing to this inform ant, w ere told not 
to m ention the kidnaping to “a living 
soul.” They were adm onished not to 
notify police, and w ere w arned to do 
exactly' as they w ere told. F or dis­ 
obedience of any sort the note said the, 
L indberghs would com e to harm , the 
inform ant said. 
The note, he said, was w ritten in 
pencil on white paper in an up and 
down script. Authorities, because of 
th e slant of the script and the m a n ­ 
n er of writing, believe it was w ritten 
by a person whose native language 
w as other than E n glish—perhaps a 
L atin tongue.

The conference was called by Colo­ 
nel Lindbergh himself Sunday a fte r­ 
noon. It followed 12 days of police and 
private undercover w ork which so far 
has failed to disclose “any definite 
inform ation of a concrete n atu re lead­ 
ing to solution of the case.” 
Progress announced eralier in the 
w eek was discussed. It consisted chief­ 
ly of the elimination of thousands of 
false clues, false reports, and hundreds 
of babies erroneously reported as “the 
L indbergh baby.” 
Three incidents over the week end 
had been lite basis for revived hopes 
the baby soon would be found. These 
w ere disposed of by' Colonel H. N or­ 
m an Schw artzkopf as flolows:

In a recent statement concerning the railroads, 
Otto 
Kahn 
said: “ Ihe question is what may and should be done for the pressing 
needs of a vital industry, with which the fortunes of millions of peo­ 
ple are directly interwoven, and which, indirectly, affects many other 
industrial activities. 
In the best interest Oi the country at large . . . . 
if docs seem manifest that the railroads are entitled to such prompt 
and effective relief as may be found practicable and to such reform a­ 
tory redress as it is within the fair judgment of Congress and the com­ 
petence of the Interstate Commerce Commission to give.” 
Last year the railroads earned only about two per cent on 


I heir investment, and the argument that other industries are in a sim­ 
ilar plight does not apply in this case. 
Other businesses are not sub­ 
jected to government regulation and government subsidized compe­ 
tition— and the earnings of other industries in general in prosperous 
times are not rigidly held to a very moderate level as are the earn­ 
ings of the railroads. 
In not a single year since the war, a period 
which included the greatest years of prosperity in the history of the 
nation, were the rails able to earn as much as 3 
per cent on their in­ 
vestment. 
Hope for the railroads must lie principally in faith in public 
intelligence and justice. 
As R. H. Aishton, of the Association of Rail­ 
way Executives, has said, “ It is unthinkable that an industry second 
hi importance to nothing in the country, except possibly agriculture, 
in the final analysis will ever be permitted by the people of this coun­ 
try to retrogress to that condition of inadequate transportation which 
existed only a few’ years ago.” 
These are things worth thinking about.

Conservation to the average person 
has an alarm in g sound but it m eans 
nothing more or less th a n a practice 
of sanely using and not abusing; e n ­ 
joying and not destroying the natural 
resources of M innesota’s woods and 
w aters of their inhabitants of gam e 
and fish. 
Laws Made to R egulate 
E very wild bird, anim al and fish is 
owned jointly by every man, wom an 
and child rseident of the state and to 
those who pay for the right, to take 
some of it for their use. 
Therefore 
no one is entitled to take m ore than 
his rightful and honest share. Law s are 
his rightful and honest share. 
Laws 
are m ade to regulate this so th a t every­ 
one m ay be treated fairly an d it is 
exnected th a t everyone will be consol- 
erate enough to think of the rights of 
others. 
However, it is a sad com m en­ 
tary upon the integrity of the sports­ 
m an when the rights of others are ig­ 
nored. 
Selfishness and greed are as 
pronounced in the attitude tow ard the 
ownership of the inhabitants of our 
woods and w aters as in other relation­ 
ships of fife so conservation was born 
th a t all m ight enjoy M innesota’s out 
of doors with some degree of pleasure 
Let it be repeated again until it is 
etched so deeply upon the m ind that it 
will never be forgotten—Conservation 
of our woods and w aters m eans to use 
and not abuse, enjoy and not destroy 
them and their inhabitants. 
W hy do we need to become conser­ 
vation m inded? 
There is need to practice conserva- 
ion today as never before, for no one 
will deny that natural resources are 
rapidly 
disappearing. 
Lakes 
have 
been drained the land of which never 
has been reclaimed. 
A study of the 
various drainage projects will reveal 
thousands upon thousands of acres <. f 
land unfit for anything else but duck 
breeding grounds now dry w aste land. 
W ater levels have been lowered with 
the 
resultant 
destruction 
of 
fish 
spaw ning grounds. Magnificint forests 
- . r ruthlessly been 
slashed 
down 
w ithout thought of reforestation. Soma 
of this land has been reclaimed bu: 
thousands upon thousands of acres will 
not grow anything but trees. 
Fives 
have w rought destruction to wild li?e 
of the state by burning and destroying 
of cover. 
This has caused a concentration of 
gam e and fish life and it is upon thesfe 
concentrated areas that we find people 
flocking to for the purpose of enjoying; 
cut door life, hunting and fishing. Y'eo- 
ple sick and tired 
of 
the 
artificial 
mode of living in the cities and large 
towns as well as those who live at the 
very edge of the beautiful out of doors 
are m ore out-door minded today than 
ever. 
Thousands upon thousands liv­ 
ing fa r beyond the boundaries of the 
state as well as 
native 
M innesotans 
rush aw ay to the lake region at every 
opportunity to enjoy if for only a few 
hours the healing bairn of M other N a­ 
ture, beside some sapphire lake, silvery 
stream or deep within the recesss of 
some em erald forest. The primitive in 
stinct of m an however perverted it m ay 
be is to seek rest, relaxation, recupera­ 
tion in N atu re’s sunshine out in the 
great open spaces far beyond the con­ 
fusing noises of the artificialities of 
fife. This brings about a serious situa­ 
tion as this great m ultitude concen­ 
trates upon our limited woods arid 
waters. 
They cannot be driven aw ay 
or a purchased claim to enjoy with 
for they have either an inherent right 
M innesota’s wood and waters.
